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Record numbers earning £1,000 a week 

THE number of top-earning 
council staff has rocketed by 
500 per cent to nearly 200 
workers in the last five years. 

Figures released this week show 
196 Medway council employees 
enjoyed a salary of at least £50,000 in 
2006/07 - draining £11.8 million from 
council coffers collectively. 

The £11.8 milli on is up from just 
£2.5m in 2001/02, when 39 workers 
took home a minimum of £50,000. 

The figures were released by local 
government pressure group 
Taxpayer’s Alliance, which looked at

the top pay packets at each local 
authority in England. 

TPA chief executive Matthew Elliot 
slammed the astronomical increase in 
high-earning employees and pointed 
at a steady increase in council tax dur¬ 
ing the same period. 

He said: “With council tax doubling 
in the past decade it’s extremely dis¬ 
appointing that town halls have cho¬ 
sen to hire a new class of middle man¬ 


agers, many of whom are being paid 
more than MPs.” 

Council spokesman Stephen 
Hannington defended the rise in high- 
earners, saying: “The £50,000 is an 
absolute cut-off and there are 
inevitably people close to that in 
2001/02 whose annual cost of living 
increases will have tripped them over 
the threshold by 2006/07. 

“It should be no surprise that staff 
and salaries numbers will have 
increased. 

“Medway council reduced manage¬ 
ment posts in the two reorganisations 
of April 2001 and 2005.

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More men 
needed for 
our schools

A LACK of male role mod¬ 
els in schools has prompted 
a drive to encourage young 
men into education. 

The campaign has been set up 
after figures showed three quarters 
of new teachers starting work in 
schools across the county are women. 

Last year 492 of the 671 newly 
qualified teachers (73 per cent) who 
took up posts at primary and second¬ 
ary schools across Kent were female. 

This is seen as a result of being a 
teacher - and particularly a primary 
school teacher - no longer being seen 
as a manly profession. 

Medway council press officer 
Stephen Hannington said the 
authority was working towards 
addressing the gender imbalance. 

Mr Hannington said: “A teacher is 
a role model and so it’s important for 
children to have male role models in 
education and not just female. 

“This could be especially argued in 
recent time with the rise of one-par¬ 
ent families. 

“The council intends to work with 
agencies like the Training and 
Development Agency for Schools and 
partners such as Canterbury 
Christchurch University to encour¬ 
age more men into primary school 
teaching. 

“However, there are no set targets.” 

Director of education for the 
Diocese of Canterbury Rupert 
Bristow said he was concerned about 
the lack of men choosing to enter the 
teaching profession. 

He said: ‘The statistics are worry¬ 
ing, but not surprising in an era of 
relatively full employment and when 
the vocation to teach may be offset by 
the added pressures and perceived 
vulnerability of being a teacher today. 

“I would encourage both men and 
women with the calling and enthusi¬ 
asm to teach to persevere in their

vocation, as we need a good mix of gifts 
and role models in all our schools.” 

Last week the TDA launched a 
national campaign to recruit more 
than 36,000 teachers. 

Canterbury Christchurch 

University also announced it had 
submitted a bid for funding to run 
Men Into Primary taster sessions. 

Medway council’s recruitment 
team said if this request was success¬ 
ful they would consider working in 
partnership with the university. 

A spokesman said taster sessions 
would probably be held in Medway in 
the autumn. 

Graduates entering the teaching 
profession can now expect a salary of 
more than £20,000, rising to £34,000. 

They are also entitled to £5,000 if 
they choose a ‘priority subject’, such as 
maths or science. Tax-free bursaries of 
up to £9,000 are being offered to those 
studying for a teaching qualification.

Bishop under new 
threat from Islam 



Cops increase 
security for 
Dr Nazir-Ali

THE Bishop of Rochester has 
received death threats after slam¬ 
ming Islamic extremism in Britain. 

Security has been stepped up around the Rt 
Rev Dr Michael Nazir-Ali and his family follow¬ 
ing warnings he would “not live long” and 
would be “sorted out” if he continued to criticise 
Muslims. 

The terrifying threats came in response to his 
remarks that parts of the country had become 
“no-go” areas for non-Muslims. 

Speaking earlier this week Dr Nazir-Ali said: 
“The irony is that I had similar threats when I 
was a bishop in Pakistan, but I never thought I 
would have them here.” 

Police are investigating the threatening 
phone calls made to his home and have 
installed an emergency line from his home to 
officers. 

CCTV cameras around the building have also 
been improved. 

The bishop’s chaplain Canon Tony Smith said 
more messages of support had been received 
following Dr Nazir-Ali’s comments in The 
Sunday Telegraph article than those disagree¬ 
ing with him. 


He said of a meeting planned with Muslim 
leaders, who have expressed serious concerns 
over the remarks: “We hope it will lead to bet¬ 
ter understanding and enable us to move for¬ 
ward together. 

“It is an attempt by both sides to try and build 
bridges between the communities.” 

The threats were made in response to Dr 
Nazir-Ali’s opinion piece published by the 
national newspaper in January. 

He wrote: “There has been a worldwide resur¬ 
gence of the ideology of Islamic extremism. 

“One of the results of this has been to further 
alienate the young from the nation in which 
they were growing up and also to turn already 


separate communities into ‘no-go’ areas where 
adherence to this ideology has become a mark 
of acceptability.” 

Anwar Khan, from the Kent Muslim Welfare 
Association, based in Canterbury Street, 
Gillingham, said he was “baffled” by the 
Bishop’s comments and challenged him to 
name the no-go areas. 

He said: “I personally think it was an irre¬ 
sponsible thing to do. It is going to have an 
impact and it gives an impression of the 
Muslim community that we are fighting 
against. 

“It will do damage on the streets. Some peo¬ 
ple might come and throw stones at a mosque.” 


Power plant 
row hotting up 

CAMPAIGNERS claim a Government 
energy strategy collapsed in just six min¬ 
utes following an exchange of emails 
between ministers and an energy firm. 

Greenpeace claims the emails show 
E.ON was dictating terms of approval for 
a controversial new coal-fired power plant 
it wants to build at Kingsnorth and rub¬ 
bished a new technology which the 
Government was previously keen to push. 

The plan was to build the UKs first 
coal-fired power plant for 20 years as a 
test bed for the new but untried carbon 
capture and storage (CCS) technology. 

The technology had been criticised by 
Greenpeace, which said it will emit as 
much carbon dioxide as the 30 least pol¬ 
luting nations in the world combined. 

But Greenpeace says an email from 
E.ON - written two weeks ago and 
obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act - demanded the 
Government radically alter conditions 
attached to building the power station - 
and, admitting the CCS technology 
would not work, demanded to be allowed 
to build a conventional plant.

“In 2001, seven directorates and 
an assistant chief executive were 
reduced to five without an assistant 
chief executive. 

“In 2005, there was a further 
reduction to a four-directorate 
model with associated reductions in 
assistant directors and service 
managers. 

“We can be quite positive that 
there are fewer senior manage¬ 
ment posts at Medway council now 
than there were when it was 
formed back in 1998. 

“The nature of inflationary 
increases and the arbitrary cut-off 
presented by the £50,000 will 
inevitably present a distortion of 
these facts.” 

Kent County Council came sec¬ 
ond highest in the list of local 
authorities spending the most on 
highly paid staff. The council 
employs 713 people on £50,000 or 
above, at a combined cost of nearly 
£45m. 


New high-tech 
centre to fight 
serious crime 


A STATE-of-the-art serious crime 
centre has been set up in the heart of 
Medway. 

The dedicated suite, set in the for¬ 
mer Chatham police station building 
in The Brook, has been put in place 
to provide specialist officers with the 
means to investigate murders, kid¬ 
naps and serious rapes across north 
Kent. 

The new incident room houses a 
team of 30 detectives and back-room 
staff, two dedicated serious crime 
rooms and a video briefing area. 

The £180,000 refit was funded by 
the Kent Police Authority and takes 
the number of specialist centres 
across the county to three. 

KPA chair Ann Barnes said: “I’m 
really pleased the incident room is 
now fully functional. 

“I believe having a third incident 
room means we now have the right 


facilities for a force the size of Kent. 

“Kent police is now ideally situated 
across the county and gaps have 
been filled. 

“I really do think this is a great 
addition and will bring numerous 
benefits to council taxpayers.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas said: “This third incident 
room means the police has a greater 
capacity for dealing with incidents 
across the whole of Kent and Medway. 

‘We can now respond to serious 
crime in the north of the county in a 
more efficient way. 

“In addition we can also support 
the other two incident rooms in the 
east and centre of Kent.”

Clean hands 
will save lives

DIRTY hands are one of the biggest 
risks to health inside our hospitals. 
Today we are helping the NHS launch 
its campaign for our county. We want 
going to hospital without first wash¬ 
ing your hands to be as unacceptable 
as (kinking and driving.

The campaign follows the devastating 
outbreaks of the killer bug Clostridium difficile 
in West Kent, which the health watchdog 
blamed for the deaths of at least 90 patients. 

So, this newspaper - along with all of KOS 
Media’s Your local series, and our sister papers 
Kent on Sunday and the Saturday Observer - 
has pledged to back this major new campaign 
to promote hand hygiene in hospitals and 
healthcare centres. 

KOS Media will work in partner¬ 
ship with our hard-working nurs¬ 
es, doctors and healthcare work¬ 
ers in the NHS across Kent in 
the fight against superbugs. 

Such are the risks associ¬ 
ated with not washing 
your hands, paramedics 
calling at people’s own 
homes have changed 
their procedures and 
encourage family mem¬ 
bers accompanying them 
to wash their hands first. 

Camilla Moore, the hospi¬ 
tal co-ordinator at Eastern 
and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust (PCT), said: 

“Reducing infection for vulnerable people is high 
on our list of priorities, but it doesn’t matter 
how clean we keep our treatment areas if people 
don’t join us in taking responsibility to stay 
clean and keep healthy. 

“It’s all about keeping our hands clean. So we 
all need to use the gels provided or wash our 
hands with soap and water before coming into 
contact with people who are unwell, elderly or 
very young.” 

Gary Turley, a paramedic for the South East 
Coast NHS Ambulance Trust, explained 
there is bacteria present in all of us, which 


is normal and healthy but can become dan¬ 
gerous when our immune systems are low 
through ill health. 

He said: “Our ambulance crews are able to 
prevent further spread of infection through 
deep cleaning and using the latest professional 
methods. 

“However, the vast majority of ill or vulnerable 
people are transported independently by rela¬ 
tives, friends or work colleagues, many of whom 
wouldn’t even give a thought to washing their 
hands before helping them.” 

Mr Turley added: “In everyday life 
_ we should all strive to be hygien¬ 
ic in our homes and places of 
work, most especially when 
we have vulnerable people 
around us. Hand hygiene is 
vital and washing your 
hands with liquid soap and 
water is the most effective 
method. Hand-cleaning gel is 
a good alternative.”

come into contact with them, he urged. 

Managing director of KOS Media, Paul 
Stannard, said: “We are delighted to be working 
with the local NHS to raise awareness of the 
importance of hand hygiene.

MCDONALD'S: CCTV footage of two armed robbers 

Police hunt fast food 
chain armed robbers 

CCTV footage of armed robbers storming into 
a fast food restaurant wielding an axe and a 
sledgehammer has been released by police this 
week. 

The two balaclava-clad men smashed their 
way into the McDonald’s store in Commercial 
Road, Strood, between 12.30am and 12.50am 
on Friday, January 25 and ordered terrified 
staff to open the safe.

QUESTION & ANSWER 








Q Can you tell us a little about your role as the party 
leader? 

A I’m the leader of UKIP in the UK, which 
I’ve been doing since September 2006 and 
I’m the leader of the UKIP MEPs in Brussels 
and joint leader of the independent and

I sometimes spend 
more time on the road than some people do in 
a standard week at work. I’m a reluctant 
leader, it was never something I set out to do 
but I’m here now and I’m doing my best. I 
believe in our policies strongly and fight hard 
for the cause.

Before UKIP came into existence how did you vote? 


A I voted Conservative but classed myself 
more as a supporter of Margaret Thatcher 
than a supporter of the party. 

I agreed with her policies on redressing 
the balance with the trade union leaders, 
cutting taxes and her ideals to make Britain 
a great place to work in and a great place to 
invest in. 

Margaret Thatcher made the country a good 
place to do business in but it was under her 
successor John Major that I lost faith in the 
party. 

I was appalled and embarrassed by him 
and I railed against the country joining the 
ERM and signing up for the Maastrichct 
Treaty. 

It was at that point I promised never to vote 
for them again. 

When UKIP was founded in 1993 I got 
involved at the start. 

It seemed like the best way and perhaps the 
only way to get politicians to take notice of us 
was to take votes away from them.

Who votes for UKIP? 


A No, I never planned on it really. I wanted to 
be in business to try and make money but 
I found myself driven on by the belief that 
what we have been signed up to by our politi¬ 
cians just simply wasn’t in our interests.

The party is famously Euro-sceptic but aren't you in dan¬ 
ger of being seen as a one issue party? 


A That was a problem for us but we have 17 
policy groups up and running currently and 
have expanded our policies on many issues. 

I’m very proud to say that we’re the only 
party in British politics that believes in selec¬ 
tive education, which is obviously a very big 
issue here in Kent. 

We believe that it works and totally support 
the Kent Test. My son goes to a grammar 
school and I had a public school education. 

I don’t regret it or try to excuse it and while 
admit I was lucky I appreciate the fact I had a 
good education. 

We have recently completed our work on tax 
policy and we’re the only party that believes 
the tax burden needs to be cut. 

If you look at our policies on our website you 
will also see one core and consistent theme, we 
want less government and want to see a huge 
evolution of power down from Westminster to 
local level. 


A Well obviously those who believe in what 
we do and the issues we tackle. 

Of course we are always looking to expand 
and I believe that our biggest potential voters 
are those who do not vote at all, those people 
who are utterly hacked off by the lack of choice 
offered by the two main parties - and there 
are millions of them.

I How do you escape the cut and thrust of politics? 


A I have four children so that keeps me fair¬ 
ly busy as you can imagine, and I used to 
play golf, but no longer get enough time so had 
to give it up. I am also a sea fishing fanatic. I 
can often be found beach-casting off of 
Dungeness beach, where I spent a lot of time 
over Christmas and the New Year.

NEWLY-qualified police officers 
were formally welcomed into the 
Kent force at a passing out parade 
on Friday after completing two 
hard years of training. 

The 34 men and women were joined by 
proud friends and family as they officially 
came to the end of their training programme 
and embarked on their new role as members 
of the county’s police. 

The passing out ceremony, held at the 
Kent Police Training College in Maidstone, 
saw the team of young officers officially pass 


their gruelling 44-week training course. 

Ann Barnes, chair of Kent Police Authority, 
said: “I am delighted to be here and I would 
like to add my congratulations to those of you 
who are passing out. 

“The authority is delighted to see new offi¬ 
cers joining the force. The students have had 
to work really hard to achieve their certifi¬ 
cates and gain policing skills. 

“Kent police is a high performing force with 
a long and proud 151-year history, its future 
is in their hands and they are vital to its 
future success.” 

During the recruits’ training they were 
taught and guided through subjects such as 
law and officer safety, and combined universi¬ 
ty study with police station placements to 
develop their skills. 


The men and women spent six weeks work¬ 
ing on marching and drills for their passing 
out parade, practising two to three days a 
week on top of finishing their studies.

In fact, the Labour party’s 2005 
election manifesto stated, ‘We will 
ensure all restaurants will be smoke 
free, all pubs and bars serving food 
will be smoke free, and other pubs 
and bars will be free to choose 
whether to allow smoking or to be 
smoke free”. 

The law as now upheld makes a 
mockery of liberty and denies our 
historic sense of tolerance and 
Britishness, and should be amended.

Wind wont give us 
the power we need 

I write in reply to Steve Dawe’s 
letter in last week’s paper. 

Mr Dawe should check his 
“standard textbook” carefully. Our 
annual kilowatts per hour (KWH) of 
energy could be produced by a 
myriad of wind machines, but not 
when wanted. 

They cannot meet our maximum 
demand for power around 6pm, 
after dark, from December through 
to February. 

To illustrate, a domestic turbine, 
1.25KW, annual load factor 30 per 
cent, would produce 3,300KWH of 


energy per annum, the domestic 
average. 

But your microwave would only 
work when winds were 12.5 m/sec, 
30 mph, your 2KW kettle, never. 
Look for 30mph on Ceefax 404. 

The electricity supply industry 
maintains a generation margin, 
anticipating extreme weather, 
unusual demand growth, the 
actuarial probability of plant failure. 

What about wind failure, as in last 
month when Britain was influenced 
by an anticyclone? For a fortnight, a 
nationwide network of wind 
machines could barely produce a 
peak time 5MW for every 100MW 
installed, 1MW on two days. 

British Wind Energy Association 
(BWEA.com) answers, “electricity 
continues, supplied by gas or nuclear”. 

But traditional plant is subject to 
hazards, windy or not. We need the 
same traditional generation margin, 
or face blackouts. How many 
windmills to replace Kingsnorth’s 
2,000 MW? 

Alan Searle attended a renewable 
energy conference in Bonn, 
expecting enthusiasts. 

“It was full of marketing people, 
finance-houses, lobbyists on a subsidy 
hunt for government money,” he said. 

Germany gives guaranteed return 
on capital for ten years, regardless of 
the market. And like Denmark and 
the UK, can import nuclear power 
from France. 

Today, nuclear power stations are 
building or planned by 26 nations 
around the world, nations whose 
businesses will be competing with 
ours. 

If space did not preclude, I could 
explain the drawbacks of other 
attractive sounding schemes. It boils 
down to this: renewables cannot do 
the job. Please do the arithmetic.

The first couple of years were not 
hugely successful, their efforts to 
break into the market relying on 
guesswork. But a 1992 cover version 
of Taveres’ hit It Only Takes A 
Minute reached number seven in the 
charts. It was followed by the 
Barlow-penned A Million Love 
Songs, I Found Heaven and Could It 
Be Magic. Take That had arrived. 

Over the next three years the band 
became an international sensation, 
shifting more than 25 million records 
and becoming the biggest selling UK 
act since the Beatles. But when 



Williams rebelled against the group 
in 1995 and then left, Take That pro¬ 
duced just one more album before 
splitting the following year. The news 
made national headlines and the 
Samaritans even set up a helpline for 
distraught fans. 

For the next eight years, the former 
bandmates stmggled to forge solo 
careers, with only Williams striking 
gold. But a self-produced documen¬ 
tary in 2004 was followed by a great¬ 
est hits album and, spurred on by 
overwhelming public interest, a 19- 
date reunion tour - without Williams. 

The gigs sold out in just over an 
hour and the new album, Beautiful 
World, had sold 1.3million copies by 
the end of last year.

SHE may be an Oscar-winner and 
an accomplished actress, but Halle 
Berry admits her latest role gave 
her challenges even she wasn’t 
expecting. 

As Audrey Burke in her new film, Things We 
Lost In The Fire, Berry plays a happily mar¬ 
ried mother-of-two whose life changes when 
her husband Brian (David Duchovny) dies.

DEVON is a delight - moors and 
coasts mix with clotted cream to 
make an enticing, relaxing cocktail. 

Given the almost endless sunshine we 
enjoyed on our trip, it’s also a destination to 
rival anything the Continent has to offer. 

Our first port of call was Bovey Castle on the 
edge of Dartmoor; a smart country house 
hotel in some of the most imposing grounds I 
have seen. 

Built in 1907 by the second Viscount 
Hambleden, Bovey is on the east side of 
Dartmoor. Hambleden was heir to the WH 
Smith empire, and he certainly chose a great 
spot for his home. From our room we looked 
out on green, rolling hills. Beneath us guests 
were playing croquet on the lawn or watching 
a falconry display. 

From Bovey we drove on to Dartmoor prop¬ 
er. No pretty villages here, but a bleak, bracing 
aspect of rock and uplands. 

Exhilarated by the fresh air, we then 
motored south to the heart of the English 
Riviera - Torquay. 

Some are cynical about this area giving itself 
the Riviera name. But it was so sparklingly 
sunny when we arrived, and Torbay looked so 
regal in the late-summer heat, that you could 
easily mistake the views for those seen in 
Cannes, Nice or Monte Carlo. 

Things got even better when we got to our 
room in Torquay’s Paramount Imperial Hotel. 
From our balcony we could see across the bay 


towards Paignton and then south as far as 
Brixham. 

Walking around the resort, it’s clear 
Torquay’s first lady is still Agatha Christie, 
even though the legendary writer died as far 
back as 1976. 

Bom in Torquay in 1890, Christie enjoyed a 
long association with the resort, setting some 
of her stories there as well as nursing in the 
town during World War One and spending her 
honeymoon there. 

She remains in Torquay in the form of a 
memorial bust unveiled as part of the celebra¬ 
tions to mark the 100th anniversary of her birth. 

Close to the Imperial Hotel is a new attrac¬ 


tion - Living Coasts. This is an aquatic centre 
focusing on the conservation of coastal and 
marine life around the world. 

Various birds swoop and soar within the net¬ 
ted confines of the attraction - which some of 
the residents find a bit of an eyesore, but we 
enjoyed thoroughly. 

Nearby Paignton Zoo is also worth a visit as 
is organic livestock farm Occombe Farm. 

Our final outing was to Kents Cavern in 
Torquay. These caves were homes during the 
Stone Age, but were only discovered in the 
19th century. 

It was a calm, mesmerising end to a 
wonderful break.

New project is just Ding 
Dong, says comic Carr

“YOU’RE the first person I’ve spo¬ 
ken to today so I sound all butch - 
you are the lucky one,” said camp 
comedian Alan Carr as we begin 
our early morning interview. “It’s a 
once in a lifetime experience that.” 

It’s a second day of interviews for The Friday 
Night Project co-host, but he’s not complaining 
because at least he’s got all of his photo shoots 
out of the way - his least favourite thing to do 
at the moment. 

“I’ve just come back from Morocco, and you 
know what it’s like when you’ve eaten and 
drunk loads on holiday. My tan looks good; it’s 
just my belly and man boobs!” 

It’s this tongue-in-cheek, self-mocking 
humour that has made Alan a huge hit with 
TV and stand-up audiences alike, and has led 
Channel Four to hand him his own game 
show, Alan Carr’s Celebrity Ding Dong - 
which began its run on Friday. 

While he says he’s over the moon about the 
show, 31-year-old Alan does admit that it’s a 
bit daunting not having his usual co-presenter 
and pal Justin Lee Collins standing beside 
him for moral support. 

“On The Friday Night Project if one of us is 
having a bad day or is hungover the other one 
can just take over and roll with it. When you’re 
on your own there’s no one to pick up the pieces 
when there’s an awkward silence,” he said. 

Alan is the son of former football player and 
manager Graham Carr, who had hopes his boy 
would follow in his footsteps to become a 
sports star. Instead he opted for comedy. 

Alan’s new programme pits five celebrities 
against five ‘civilians’ to win a slice of the star 
lifestyle.

Does Alan reckon there’s much difference 
between ordinary folk and those in the 
spotlight? 

“I think people are scum! Why can’t they be 
on telly like me, what’s wrong with them? If 
they got out of bed every once in a while and 
stopped watching Jeremy Kyle they might be 
a star too,” he said. “This is going to come 
across really well, isn’t it?” 

Of course, Alan is only joking. It wasn’t so long 


ago that he himself was a civilian, before find¬ 
ing fame through The Friday Night Project. 

Life has changed beyond all recognition for 
him he confesses, as he recounts a story about 
how he and Justin presented Kylie Minogue 
with her ‘icon’ gong at last year’s Q Awards, a 
massive thrill for them, only to have Paul 
McCartney give them a thumbs-up backstage. 

So do all his new celeb mates have the diva 
tendencies we hear so much about in the 
papers? 

“I definitely have,” he joked. “I don’t know 
whether they do actually. Ill just ask my butler! 

“It’s hard for me as a stand-up comic -1 can’t 
start living that life or be seen as having that 
life, because when you go on stage audiences 
are going to start booing. Nobody wants to 
hear that my electric gates didn’t open and 
then Clara the maid tripped over. 

“But when I was on tour I went to Lowestoft 
and the dressing room was immaculate - it 
was all newly painted and there were flowers. 

“I said, ‘Oh, you shouldn’t have done that!’ 
They said, ‘Oh no, it’s not for you, last week it 
got trashed by an Abba tribute band’,” he 
laughed. “It was Agnetha throwing the telly 
out the window!” 

While fame may not have brought Alan all 
the trappings that A-listers demand, it has 
made him a lot more popular in his romantic 
life. However, he explains, it seems to be the 
wrong sex that ask him out on dates - the 
female sex. 

“I always get women, only women,” he said. 
“And they’re always going through the change. 
I had a naked photo of a woman sent to my 
agent saying, ‘Look what you’ve done to me’. 
It’s not exactly what I wanted; it’s sort of back¬ 
fired. I think they see me as a challenge. 

“A very big challenge!”

More people are 
renting their home 

RENTING has become a more 
attractive option than buying a house 
for anyone not on the property ladder. 

The average costs of a mortgage as 
opposed to income are higher now than 
they were in the 1990s when the last 
housing boom peaked, according to the 
UK Housing Review 

But the cost of renting has largely kept 
pace with earnings. 

Steve Wilcox, author of the review, 
said: “Private renting has become more 
competitive as an option for households 
compared to the cost of buying. 

“The sector has grown by 21 per cent 
in the last five years across the UK 
and is fulfilling a significant role in the 
housing market. 

‘With the rates of population and 
household growth outstripping current 
and planned new house building, we are 
likely to see continuing growth of the 
private rented sector.” 

The findings were backed by Adrian 
Coles, director general of the Building 
Societies Association, who added: With 
first-time buyers finding it difficult to 
get on the housing ladder the private 
rented sector is providing accommoda¬ 
tion to increasing numbers of people.” 

Church is on list at 
property auction 

CLIVE Emson Land and Property 
Auctioneers are putting a variety of 
homes and business premises under the 
hammer later this month. 

The auction will take place at the 
Ramada Hotel and Resort in 
Hollingboume on February 15 at 11am. 

Among the more unusual properties on 
offer are a former church in Faversham, 
a social club in Chatham and the roman¬ 
tically named Cemetery Lodge in Love 
Lane - another Faversham address. 

Eight self-contained flats are also 
going under the hammer, so any poten¬ 
tial landlords willing to fork out in 
excess of £1 million could find them¬ 
selves sitting on a goldmine. 

Five flats are also on offer in West 
Street, Sheemess, while the catalogue is 
also full of grazing, equestrian and 
leisure plots, including a third of an acre 
village site with planning permission for 
one detached dwelling in Bethersden. 

One of the most interesting properties 
is a Grade-II Listed farmhouse called 
Sacketts Hill, near Broadstairs, which is 
a fabulous property. 


INCREASING numbers of people 
are knocking down internal walls 
to enjoy open-plan living, according 
to a new study. 

The research by Halifax Home Insurance 
discovered that 2.9 million rooms have disap¬ 
peared over the past five years. 

This year a further 2.1 million homes will be 
set upon with sledge hammers - losing at 
least one room in each property. 

The most frequent victim is the formal din¬ 
ing room which has become a largely unused 
space for many Britons. 

If this recent trend continues the traditional 
dining room could be ‘extinct’ by as early as 
2020 . 

But it’s not just dining room walls set to top¬ 
ple. About 190,000 walls will be lost to create

larger living rooms and around 170,000 utili¬ 
ty rooms will become incorporated into 
kitchen areas. 

Also 125,000 studies will be combined with 
adjoining rooms to create more spacious bed¬ 
rooms, lounges and bathrooms. 

The survey looked at how living spaces have 
changed in recent years. 

But Halifax Home Insurance is concerned 
after finding that one-in-four of those plan¬ 
ning to knock down a wall in the next 12 
months intend to carry out the work them¬ 
selves, rather than employ a professional. 

The company warns that any damage 
caused by homeowners is unlikely to be 
covered by their home insurance policy. 

A spokesman said: ‘Using a professional 


tradesman greatly reduces the risk of any dam¬ 
age occurring in the first place and a reputable 
builder should have the necessary public liabil¬ 
ity insurance in place should any damage to 
property occur while the work is undertaken.” 

“We also urges homeowners to notify their 
insurer prior to undertaking any building 
work, especially after research found that only 
half of homeowners that have removed an 
internal wall in the past five years notified 
their provider. 

“This is a standard requirement across the 
insurance industry, as internal changes can 
often affect the level of risk associated with 
the property and could consequently invali¬ 
date a policy. 

“It’s also important to seek advice from the 
local authority as you may need to get build¬ 
ing control approval.”

IN case you didn’t know it, 'not all 
4x4s are the same’. 

That’s Honda’s mantra to promote the latest 
CR-V 4x4, as the anti-4x4 debate heats up in 
step with the planet. 

The Japanese marque has a point. ‘4x4’ cov¬ 
ers anything from the tiny Fiat Panda 4x4 to 
grey import monsters from the USA, delivering 
extremes in fuel consumption, ‘footprint on the 
road’ and potential threat to other road users. 

By persecuting ‘gas-guzzling 4x4s’, protest¬ 
ers may damn cleaner, smaller and less 
threatening cousins such as the new CR-V. 

However, Honda cannot be too righteous; the 
Mk 1 CR-V was one of the original compact off- 
roader lookalikes, complete with tailgate 
mounted spare wheel, and it never offered 
diesel economy. Its successor was even chunki¬ 
er and still took time to acquire a diesel. 

But Honda saw the writing on the wall; 
its third generation CR-V is so much like a 
high-riding estate cum MPV that you might 
question who it is designed to please. 

There is no doubting quality though and the 
ergonomics are excellent, with Honda favouring

a gearshift closer to the dashboard where the 
left hand naturally drops to it from the wheel. 

Fittings are upmarket and comfort levels 
excellent, with good lateral support on the 
front seats, plus adjustable armrests. 

Rear passengers are well catered for, though 
the rear of the centre console stowage bin robs 
legroom from the middle seat. 

Split/folding 60/40 rear seats can also be 
adjusted fore and aft though ultimate boot 
space is hampered by roof lining encroach¬ 
ment at the sides. 

On the road, the car picks up from and betters 
its predecessors; the 2.2 diesel plus six-speed 
gearbox tested in best-selling mid-range ES 
trim impressed with performance, refinement 
and economy - a 40mpg average is possible. 

Grip is beyond reproach, though this is 
another compact 4x4 that runs mostly in 
front-wheel drive, switching power rearwards 
as required. 

The CR-V also comers without the lurching 
that troubles so many 4x4s, yet ride quality 
has not been compromised to deliver this 
driver and passenger-pleasing trait.

(haulage to bulking point/facility will be provided via another previously awarded contract/s). We 
anticipate that wood waste which falls into the previously processed category will be capable of being 
composted but we would not exclude other options which are consistent with the primary need to 
recycle.

Stress adds 
to sick rate

ONE of the nation’s leading emo¬ 
tional support groups has found 
workplace bullying is “endemic” 
and that for an incredible one in 
four people it is a weekly and 
even daily cause of stress. 

The Samaritans, which has offices in 
Ashford, Canterbury, Folkestone, Maid¬ 
stone, Rochester and Tunbridge Wells, 
found in a nationwide survey that more 
than 80 per cent of workers had been bul¬ 
lied during their careers - and a third are 
so stressed they have dreamed of quitting 
for a life abroad. 

More than half say their jobs are getting 
more stressful and work is overtaking their 
home lives. 

The Samaritans’ Joe Ferns said: “Job- 
related stress has a serious and unrecog¬ 
nised impact on the health of the nation 
and the economy, affecting concentration 
and efficiency. 

Thirteen million working days were lost 
to stress, depression and anxiety in 2005 at 
a staggering cost of £3.7 billion to UK firms. 

“There is not enough openness - we 
should be encouraging employers and 
employees to speak out and discuss prob¬ 
lems before they escalate.” 

Young employees (aged 18-24) are most 
vulnerable to stress, with 38 per cent feel¬ 
ing less likely than all other age groups to 
talk openly to their managers and 57 per 
cent unable to talk to colleagues. 

Forty-eight per cent are more likely to be 
bullied by clients and customers, whereas 
more than half of other age groups reported 
being bullied by their managers. 

Occupation has a major influence, with 
more than 40 per cent of IT workers, retail¬ 


ers, caterers and engineers feeling unsupported 
at work and more than half unable to deal with 
stress, compared with people in health, educa¬ 
tion and finance more than half of whom claim 
they receive adequate support at work. 

The survey also showed that: 

• 32 per cent of workers feel their employers 
turn a blind eye to the problem of stress and 43 
per cent feel their bosses try to get as much out 
of them as possible, regardless of their stress 
levels. 

• More than half have seen colleagues cry 
over pressure and 83 per cent would rather say 
they were sick with flu or another problem 
rather than admit they were stressed. 

• When it comes to sharing domestic stress, 
three-quarters of women in the UK take sole 
responsibility for domestic tasks.

He added: “I don’t want to be bitter and I wish 
the Gillingham boys and the excellent chair¬ 
man, who has been fantastic for me, all the best. 

“And Stimson is not a bad manager in that he 
wants to play good football on the deck, but he 
has been the worst man-manager I have ever 
come across in my life.” 

Deadline 

Armstrong was signed last summer by 
former Gills boss Ronnie Jepson and made 16 
appearances for the club. 

But the experienced player fell down the 
pecking order at Priestfield after Stimson 
signed John Nutter in November. 

The Gills boss was unhappy with 
Armstrong’s comments. 

He said: “I have seen them and it’s sad really. 
He played for the club, he did his best, in my 
eyes it wasn’t good enough so the club came to 
a settlement with him. 

“If you’ve got something to say, say it to 
people’s faces don’t go through the Press 
because that’s not the right way to do it. 

“It will be interesting when he has to come 
and pick his cheque up. 

“He thinks he has been left out and blanked, 
but I don’t know where that has come from.” 

Stimson was speaking after watching his 
side’s goalless draw with fellow League One 
strugglers Cheltenham Town. 

Barry Fuller and Stuart Lewis made their 
home debuts, but the game centred around 
Simeon Jackson who signed on deadline day for 


£150,000 from Rushden & Diamonds. 

The striker looked sharp and had several 
chances to start his Gills career with a goal, but 
each time was foiled by Robins goalkeeper 
Shane Higgs. 

Adam Miller came closest to breaking the 
deadlock for the hosts, but his deflected shot 
cannoned back off the crossbar.
